Tho CuBtomH Dt.'cliualory Oiciiniinoo 
■whioh wo piiblisli this niornitif^' id yol 
ono more instanco of whut ;i (Jovern- 
mont will condoacond to do iiiulcr tho 
presBure of neceB!?ity. Nolwithsland- 
ing its coDBtant and open profosBion 
ol a dobiro to govern equitably luid in 
accordttnco wiih tlio populav wialicB, 
it ib moro than humiliating to nco tho 
pliant forcoB ol tho Exocutivo delibor-< 
ately propose, with iv urcdetonninod 
purpOBQ, to carry it, nn Act whicli thoy 
oannot bat admit to bo illegal, unu 
■which tbey can only justify at all on 
tho plea of oxpedienoy and want of 
means. If the ciroumstaucos of tho 
United Colony ar.o at bo low an ebb 
as to render such political dishonosiy 
imperative for tho preservation of tlio 
pablio credit, tho sooner enoh a stuio 
of rottenness is oxposod and puri&od, 
the better chance for fatare revival. 
'Xhe Colonies have boon drifting into 
this state of financial distress for tiio 
past two years, and tho members ol 
tho Exocutivo, seouro of their annual 
stipends, and apparently caring for 
nothing but that, woro blii.d to their 
danger andhcodioss ut warniiiL;. Tnow 
thftt it is too lalo, llioy aro ready for 
any moaBuro, oven, an in this iiiHlaneo, 
to iegalizo illogaliiy, by a drilled Gov- 
ernment iiiajoiily, with wl-.icli C'V 
can laugh to scorn tin.' olainid ui juri- 
tico and trample down tho rij^hts ot 
tho people. Tho Exchequer inu^t, 
indeed, bo in diro distress, wlien a 
British Government can stoop so low 
to pick up dirty money, iiut if the 
case bo so urgent as to call lor ho 
odious a remedy, surely it had boon 
better if it had boon vigorously grap- 
pled with — If, as wo pointed out a fow 
days since, tho true state of tho 
~ Colonies had boon clearly compre- 
hended ; if the potty local interests of 
New Westminstor had been at once 
and for ever discarded, and the larger 
and more important interestn ot Yic- 
toria had been fostered and rocog>- 
nizod, His BxooUonoy woilld have 
had a contented and reviving popular 
tion to uphold bis policy and to sup- 
port bim finaaoially, instead of, as now, 
a whole community whoso confidence, 
apd>we may almost say, loyalty, 
are'Bbaken to their foundations by acts 
of iDjastice and neglect probably un. 
paralleled in the history of British 
Colonies. If somo chango bo not 
speedily made it will bo found that the 
only supporters loft to tho tr')vern_ 
ment will bo the handful of oHiciuls 
whoBO interested councils havo been 
80 detrimental to tho well being of the 
whole Colony, and prol ably ihcir for" 
vor and loyalty will steadily diininiwh 
in proportion with tho decrease of iev_ 
enuo, till it dies awny altogether when 
thoro are no moro funds for their siip^ 
port. Wo shall have niuuh moro to 
say on this subject when lliosu curious, 
and, wo I'oar, forinidyble documents, ihe 
Estimates, arc made public. 'J"ho press 
is now really Ihconly meuus by which 
our rights can bo doclarod and pro^ 
tooted. Tho Goverrnnent, secure ol' a 
packed majority, liHtena indill'orenlly 
to tho voice of tho elected members, 
and laughs in its sleeve as tho young 
gentloman from Downing Street pulls 
the string and the puppets wag or nod 
their beads with mechaQical exactitude. 
This state of things may be amusing 
for. a time, but it is too good to last 
long. It is but proper that His Exa 
cellency ehonld know that a very 
strong nndor onrront of indignant 
dissatisfaction is quietly but steadily 
Betting in, and that it will, require no 
small amount of statesmanship to stcoi 
and turn it bade. It is to hi-i own 
olear judgment and prompt individual 
action that we must look for this, and 
not to tho advice of olBcial hangcrs-oii 
or to tho gold-lace and foolscap ol 
Downing street.
